JULIA MUENNICH COWELL, PHD, RNC, FAAN 
Retiring Chairperson of Community, Systems and Mental Health Nursing 


In her nearly 10 years as chairperson of the Department of Community, 
Systems and Mental Health Nursing in the Rush College of Nursing, Julia 
Muennich Cowell, PhD, RNC, FAAN, has navigated a host of changes 

in nursing education — an upswing in online learning, an increased 
emphasis on nursing research and an expanding skill set for practicing 
nurses. With her June retirement, Cowell leaves behind nationally 
respected programs in community and mental health nursing that are 
positioned to lead the continued evolution of nursing education. 


All three specializations within the Department of Community, Systems 
and Mental Health Nursing are ranked among the nation’s best by 
U.S.News & World Report magazine's latest “America’s Best Graduate 
Schools” survey of nursing education: fifth in Community and Public 
Health Nursing, sixth in Psychiatric/Mental Health Nursing and tenth in 
Family Nurse Practitioner. According to Cowell, the rankings reflect the 
college’s forward thinking in these areas. 


“The college’s focus has been to develop our programs to speak to the 
needs of professionals who want to pursue a graduate degree,” Cowell 
said. “When | came to Rush, the college had only a couple of online 
courses. Now, our department has online programs in public health 
nursing and psychiatric-mental health nursing — the college’s first all- 
online master’s program — which have increased enrollment significantly 
and allowed us to meet the needs of today’s graduate students.” 


The Department of Community, Systems and Mental Health Nursing also 
works to meet the needs of Chicago's communities. Through school- 
based interventions, including the management of student health

services at Crane Tech Prep Common School and Orr-Rezin Academy 

in Chicago, Rush faculty are dedicated to improving the health of 
Chicago's school students. And on a broader scale, department faculty’s 
widespread involvement in national professional societies leads nursing 
innovations to help patients nationwide. 


“We're not just advancing nursing 
education here at Rush — we’re advancing 
it on a national scale.” 


“Our department's faculty are active in a number of national nursing 
organizations in community and mental health. We're not just advancing 
nursing education here at Rush — we're advancing it on a national scale, 
and I'm very proud of that,” Cowell said. “Our faculty are always asking, 
‘What do nursing students need, and what should we as faculty be 
thinking about in terms of having our graduates be the best?” 


For Cowell, one of the greatest marks of her department's success is its 
faculty's promising research and the growth of its young researchers 
into principal investigators. While at Rush, Cowell served as principal 
investigator of the Mexican-American Problem Solving program, 
which established mental health interventions for immigrant Mexican 
women and their fourth- and fifth-grade children. Now, her two co- 
investigators for that study, Diane McNaughton, PhD, RNC, and Sarah 
Ailey, PhD, RNC, are launching their research careers as principal 
investigators for projects of their own. She feels it is in relationships like 
these with students and colleagues that her impact will continue to be 
felt at Rush, even into her retirement. 


“My research and practice has been really important to me personally,” 
Cowell said. “But | think it is through the mentoring relationships I’ve 
had with students and other faculty that my impact grows exponentially 
as these professionals grow into the next generation of nursing leaders.”

clinical education through research. Fundamental to the 
center's success will be collaboration between college- 
based faculty and hospital-based clinicians.

Alumni giving has bolstered this effort, including a generous gift from 
St. Luke’s 1956 alumna Dorothy Seyfang Menker and her husband, 
Egon, who celebrated their 50th wedding anniversary this year. 


Their $250,000 leadership gift has established the Dorothy Seyfang 
Menker Endowed Scholarship for Nursing. This fund is already 
transforming lives, with more than $4,000 in scholarship support 
provided to one student each year, an amount that will only increase as 
the fund's principal grows with time.

The Menkers’ gift also supports Rush's campus transformation. In 
addition to student financial assistance and vital support for research, 
clinical programs and community service, Rush’s campaign will partially 
finance the construction of a new hospital. Rush will also build an 


orthopedic ambulatory building, renovate some existing facilities and 
integrate the latest technology throughout the Medical Center. 


The state-of-the-art new hospital, for which Rush broke ground in 
September (see Page 6), will be Chicago's first “green” full-service hospital. 
In recognition of their generosity, a family lounge on one of the critical 
care floors in the new hospital building will be named for the Menkers. 


Along with the Menkers, other gifts from alumni and their families 
have strengthened this effort to create a leading-edge environment 
for student training and patient care.

UCLA SCHOOL OF NURSING | 


Rush University College of Nursing alumnus Courtney H. Lyder, ND, GNP, FAAN (RUSH 
1989, 1990, 1991), has gained the reputation of a trailblazer. He was the first minority 
faculty member to earn tenure at Yale School of Nursing and the second youngest person 
inducted into the American Academy of Nursing. Now he can add first African-American 
male to lead a U.S. nursing school to his growing list of accomplishments. On Aug. 1, 
Lyder became the new dean of the University of California, Los Angeles (UCLA) School of 
Nursing and, at age 42, one of the nation’s youngest deans. 


Lyder joined UCLA after five years with the University of Virginia (UVa), where he was an 
endowed professor of nursing and a professor of internal medicine and geriatrics, head 
of the acute and specialty care department and director of the school’s geriatric nurse 
practitioner program. In 2006, Lyder was appointed director for diversity initiatives for 
UVa's School of Nursing and medical center. He was honored as the Rush-Presbyterian-St. 
Luke’s Nurses Alumni Association Distinguished Alumnus that same year. 


Lyder and the many alumni like him who blaze new trails in their positions of leadership 
(see Page 13) have promoted the kind of evidence-based practice, compassionate care and 
astute critical thinking for which Rush is known worldwide. 


“As a Rush nursing student you learn firsthand from master clinicians and teachers. They 
assisted us in translating the science of nursing from the bench to the bedside. In this 
manner, Rush was at the forefront of translational nursing science,” Lyder said. 


In fact, Lyder believes so strongly in nursing education at Rush that he recently supported 
Rush’s current capital campaign with the establishment of an endowed scholarship fund. 
The Ormonde and Jean Lyder-Peters Endowed Nursing Scholarship Fund, named in honor of 
Lyder's parents, will provide financial assistance to deserving gerontology nursing students.

STUDENT PROFILE 


ADAM GREY, ADVANCED GENERALIST MASTER’S 


Adam Grey is not your traditional nursing student. After 
earning his bachelor’s degree in philosophy from the 
University of California, Santa Barbara and performing as 

a dancer for 10 years, he decided to pursue a degree that 
would open countless doors in a career that would combine 
intellect and service. He and 51 other graduate students 
matriculated in June 2008 as the first Advanced Generalist 
Master's nursing class at Rush University College of Nursing. 


Over their 1,090 hours of clinical education, Grey and 

his classmates will benefit from comprehensive clinical 
leadership content that is often absent from bachelor’s 
nursing programs. And despite the wide range of nursing 
roles this program's graduates may fill, their education is, 
first and foremost, patient-focused. 


“This program truly gives us the skills to get out there 
and function at a high level. We'll all have an eye on the 
big picture, but we will never, ever lose sight of patient- 
centered bedside care. Yes, you can be a nurse leader, and 
you can go far, but you must take that patient with you,” 
he said. “I don’t think | will ever feel like a nurse in a suit. 
| want to be involved in the lives of my patients for a very 
long time.” 


The curriculum for the Advanced Generalist Master's 
program focuses on improving quality and safety in 
changing health care environments, while giving students 
the skills to succeed in a number of different nursing 
roles.
